These young people are carefully 
screened as to their ability to adjust to a 
job experience.

The Las Vecinas club has contributed 
$1000 for the purchase of a punch time- 
clock, other necessary items and for schol­ 
arships.

At this workshop a monthly tuition 
charge is made and then the "employees" 
are paid an hourly wage commensurate 
with their ability to produce.
